TO REDUCE ARMS 


Official Asserts Govern- 
ment Has Made Every 
Effort To Refrain From 
Foreign Embroilments. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1—(UP) 
The world-wide armaments race 
is bankrupting a world seemingly 
caught in a “vicious circle” where 
each increase in munitions “be- 
gets another,” Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull said tonight in a na- 
tion-wide radio broadcast. 


Hull, in his address, another of 
the series of cabinet talks, out- 
lined the work of his department, 
and said he hoped it would merit 
the title of “department of peace” 
frequently applied to it. 

Hull’s department has been 
straining every nerve to avoid 
United States entanglement in the 
undeclared Sino-Japanese war 
now raging in -China, and the 
Spanish revolution. 

Disarmament Unsatisfactory. 

Disarmament, the secretary 
said in reviewing efforts for peace, 
“has not given the alts. we 
wished.” 

The solution for this dilemma, 
Hull said, lies in the development 
of trade, in which “the present 
administration, has taken an out- 
standing lead.” 

“Many of the worries confront- 
ing statesmen today spring from 
the inability of their countries to 
sell their surplus products abroad 
in their natural markets and un- 
der conditions of reasonable com- 
petition,” Hull said. 

“The temptation to seek eco- 
nomic relief by vast enrollments 
in militaty organization, and in 
the mass production of war sup- 
plies has embittered relations be- 
tween nations by causing fear. 

“No act or policy of the Amer- 
ican government could be held by 
its most bitter critic to promote 
or induce war,” he said of the ad- 
ministration’s policies.

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was 10.02 iriches, and 1901, when 
9.83 inches were recorded. 
Columbus Roberts, state com- 


missioner of agriculture, said in 
Atlanta that the greatest damage 
to the cotton crop is expected to 
be noted in quality of the staple, 
but that a reduction in the esti- 
mated number of bales is probable. 

The last report of the crop re- 
porting service on July 1 placed 
Georgia’s 1937 crop at 1,282,000 
bales, about 15 per cent ahead of 
last year. 

Farmers near Wrens, Sparta and 
Louisville, in. the eastern part of 
the state, reported excessive rains 
hampering picking and threaten- 
ing to reduce the yield. 

Warning to Farmers. 

Agricultural extension officials 
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in Georgia, Alabama, and other 
states warned farmers against 
picking cotton while it is wet. They 
pointed out that ginning of wet 
cotton Would cause damage to the 
lint, and cause damp seed to de- 
teriorate in storage. Commissioner 
Roberts said: 

“With the price of cotton now 
stabilized, it will not be necessary 
to rush the cotton to the gin, and 
farmers will get a much better 
grade if they see that their cot- 
ton is thoroughly dry before it is 
ginned.” 

Reports of mounting damage 
also came from other states. J. 
E. McDonald, Texas commissioner 
of agriculture, said excessive 
showers are causing deterioration 
of the staple in sections of that 
state. 

Alabama reported increased 
crop damage due to rains which 
reached cloudburst proportions in 
some areas. Similar conditions 


were reported to exist in Lousi- 
ana, Mississippi and West Ten- 
nessee, .

DIRECTOR EXPLAINS 
PAY FOR JOBLESS 


Ros My James Rele Releases Con- 
densation To Clear 


Any Confusion. 


A concise explanation of the new 
Georgia unemployment compensa- 
tion act which went into effect 
with a tax on pay rolls in July 
was released yesterday by L. P. 
James, executive director of the 
bureau of unemployment compen- 
sation. 

The condensation of the act ex- 
plains all phases from rates of pay- 
ment to penalties for noncompli- 
ance, explains eligibility rules and 
in short, puts the act into simple, 
layman’s language. 

Text of Explanation. 

The explanation follows: 

Q. What is the purpose of the 
act? 

A. To set aside a fund for the 
benefit of persons unemployed 
through no fault of their own. 

Q. Who is eligible for benefits? 

A. Any unemployed person who 
has registered at a state employ- 
ment service office, who is able to 
work, and who is available for 
work. 

Weekly: Benefits. 

Q. What are the weekly benefits 
for total unemployment? 

A. Fifty per cent of a worker’s 
full-time wage, but not more than 
$15, nor less~than either $5 or 
three-fourths of his full-time 
wage. 

@. What are the benefits for 
partial unemployment? 

A. Generally, an amount equal 
to the difference between the 
benefit an individual would be en- 
titled to receive for a week of total 
unemployment and five-sixths of 
his wages for such a week. 

Q. What is the maximum bene- 
fit an individual may receive dur- 
ing any one benefit year? 

A. $240. 

Disqualifications. 

Q. What disqualifies a person 
for benefits? 

A. Leaving work voluntarily 
without good cause; discharge for 
misconduct connected with work; 
failure to apply for available suit- 
able work when directed by a 
state employment office; when to- 
tal or partial unemployment is 
caused by a labor dispute. 


Q. Are there exceptions to the |: 


last cause in the, four disquall- 
fications listed above? 

A. Yes; when a worker is not 
participating in, or financing, or 
directly interested in the labor 
dispute causing a stoppage of 
work. . 

Q. Who pay contributions, or 
taxes, into the unemployment 
fund? 

A. All employing units which

A fifth member of the Atlanta 
group going to Holland, Caswell 
Higgs, remained in New York 
with his father, who met him at 
the boat; while Jimmy Fancher, 
son of Dr. and Mrs. J. K. Fancher, 
beat his friends home. He re- 
turned by air with his father, who 
also met him in New York. John 
Roy Bass went on home to Albany. 

The Americans, two provisional 
troops, one of which McCord com- 
manded, from all over the United 
States found themselves classed as 
the softies of the Holland camp. 

“The other Scouts couldn’t get 
over us having army cots to sleep 
on,” the youngsters chorused. 

“They couldn’t understand why 


3 we didn’t sleep on the ground like 


the rest of them. 
Accused of “Softness.” 

“One of the Dutch papers had 
a long write up about our camp 
and said that all we had: to do was 
to go to bed since our cots were 
already made up for us.” 

As a matter of fact, the boys 
looked after themselves. The cots 
and tents were rented from the 
army under arrangements made 
before hand. 

Europe was very good to them. 

Members of the American party 
ran into difficulties only once and 
that was when a couple of lads 
pointed a camera at a French 
army tank. 

Their bus was instantly stopped

and the whole crowd hustled to a 
French fortress to be cross-exam- 
ined and released with the prom- 
ise to destroy all film taken that 


day. 
Unrolled Film. 

“That was easy,” McCord grin- 
ned. “We unrolled a couple yards 
of film on the bus and that satis- 
fied the French. 

“They didn’t know there were 
25 other cameras on that bus.” 

“We never were asked for our 
passports although we had them 
visaed to every country we vis- 
ited,” McCord continued. When 
we went to England the customs 
officers didn’t even bother to look 
in our knapsacks. 

Whereby the British customs 
lost considerable money, for there 
was a camera in nearly every 
knapsack and the British require 
a heavy deposit for every one 
taken into the country. 

The boys saw everything to 
seen. They scaled a peak in the 
Swiss Alps, saw Cologne and Bin-

Gainesville, emerging a new and finer city 
from the wreckage of the twin tornadoes of 
1936, will name its new, model public square 
“Roosevelt Square,” in honor of President 
Roosevelt, who proved such a friend in need 
during the hour of the city’s travail. 

When the north Georgia city first faced, 
dazed, the havoc wrought by the storm that 
swept a wide path of devastation through its 
heart, the cry went out for help. That call 
was heard by all Georgia and the nation, but 
by none who responded with greater sympathy 
or more prompt assistance than the President 
himself. 

President Roosevelt, in the early days after 
the disaster, stopped his special train, on which 


~ he was traveling to Washington, at Gaines- 


ville so he might gain first-hand knowl- 
edge of the extent of the disaster and the 
amount of the need. He then directed federal 
activities which have been chiefly responsible 
for the wonderful restoration of the- erstwhile 
stricken city and which have resulted in the 
beautiful civic center which has arisen where, 
so short a time ago, the tornadoes and fire had 
left nothing but bfoken brick and twisted steel. 

Gainesville has invited President Roosevelt, 
who is expected to be en route to his vacation 
home at Warm Springs at the time, to be pres- 
ent at the exercises set for November 24, when 
the new city square and public buildings will 
be dedicated. In the center of that area will be 
@ 12-foot menument, of Georgia marble, in hon- 
or of President Roosevelt. It is.earnestly hoped 


that the President will bé able to attend the . 


ceremonies, completing the close personal in- 
terest he has taken in Gainesville, her agony 
and her resurgence.

That money then goes into the pockets of 
the industrial workers, the sales forces, the 
clerical employes, where it is, in continuance of 
its cycle, again spent for goods sold in the re- 
tail establishments of the cities. 

Old debts are paid and new capital is pro- 
vided for expansion of enterprise of every de- 
scription. ._ 

Seven million dollars in added money in 
the pockets of the farmers of Georgia means 
many times that sum as the money is turned 
over from one to another, in purchases, in 
debts paid and in newly strengthened credit 


fabric. 


UP TO THE JOBLESS 


President Roosevelt has signed the bill call- 
ing for an official, government census of the 
unemployed. It will now be possible, when con- 
gress is asked to appropriate funds for contin- 
vance of the relief organization, to know 
exactly what is the national situation on un- 
employment, thus permitting intelligent, con- 
structive handling of the problem. 

The measure approved by the President calls 
for voluntary registration by the unemployed. 
Details of the plan have not yet been fully 
worked out, but the registration rolls will prob- 
ably be placed at all postoffices. Those who 
are without work will be asked to list them- 
selves as unemployed at their local postoffice. 

It is, therefore, up to the jobless to see they 
are all included in the list. The total regis- 
tered will be accepted as the official count of

Mrs. David K. E. Bruce, were amply provided 
for, before their father’s death, by the estab- 
lishment of a holding company. His entire re- 
maining estate, estimated at varying totals 
ranging.from $75,000,000 to $200,000,000, goes to 
benefit the entire nation, to enrich its culture 
and to add to its knowledge. 

Prior to his death Mr. Mellon had given 
tremendous sums for the public good. His at- 
torney states that, between 1930 and 1937, the 
financier gave more than $70,000,000 to charity 
and education. ; : 

He gave, with the stipulation that his name 
not be placed over the gift, his personal art 
collection to be the nucleus of a national art 
gallery at Washington and donated $10,000,000 
for the erection of a building, at the nation’s 
capital, to house the collection. The paintings, 
accumulated over years at a cost of $19,000,- 
000, are said by connoisseurs to be worth today 
at least $50,000,000. 

It is doubtful, under the present system of 
high surtax rates on private incomes and with 
the heaty inheritance taxes, that such vast 
fortunes will be accumulated by any individuals 
of the future. Yet, in surveying the story of 
America, her multimillionaires have been pre- 
eminent for their gifts for the public good. 

Rockefeller, Carnegie, and now Mellon, have 
realized their fortunes were but a trust and 
used. them, through their lifetimes and after, 
for what they conceived the greatest good of 
the greater number. 

It is interesting to recall that Mr. Mellon, 
when secretary of the treasury, was the arch 
advocate of national economy. During his 11 
years in that office he reduced the national 
debt by a considerable amount. By reason of 
his bequest, leaving his entire estate to charity 
and philanthropy, it is probable he will avoid 
the federal inheritance tax which would, other- 
wise, have taken about 70 per cent of his for- 
tune. Is it possible that the thrifty financier 
took that fact into consideration in writing his 
will? That he believed his money would serve 
a better purpoe for the good of all the people 
in the hands of a charitable trust, than it 
would if tossed into the hopper of the ‘national 
treasury to become mere chicken feed in the 
orgy of spending which seems to be the theme 
song of the government today? 


ANOTHER WILD DREAM 


Representative William Lemke, of North Da- 
kota, in a speech on Monday night,’ attempted 
to. explain. the’ purposes of his bill; now intro- 
duced in congress, to create a Bank of the 
United States and to do away with the federal 
reserve system. 

While it is difficult to follow, step by step, 
the logic of the Dakotan’s argument, it is im- 
mediately evident that his scheme is merely 
one more of the wild dreams of irresponsible 
theorists who believe they have, in their pet 
proposal, a panacea for all the financial, social 
and economic ills of the nation.

Meanwhile the Commerce De- 
partment tossed into the situation a 
call for business as usual in the 
orient. Secretary Roper asserted 
that “tension has been reliev 
the Shanghai area and predicted 
that American ships would-soon be 
given “access to Chinese waters.”

When the matter was presented to President White, of Cor- 
nell, he snorted with learned indignation and said: “I will not 


permit 30 men to travel 400 miles merely to agitate a bag of 


wind.” 


I trust the astral shade of Dr. White is not agitated 

as he views the scene below. It was a mere 64 

ago that he made his pronouncement. And football has 

come, along. 

Several thousand young men this week begin agitating ex- 
pensive bags of wind which retail at $10 the copy. Anda few 
millions of spectators will crowd the various concrete stadia of 
-y nation this fall to watch the agitation of the aforesaid bags 
of wind. 


THE MOST AGITATED. 

Perhaps the most agitated bags of wind this fall will be alumni 
oups of the hundreds of colleges in which the nation abounds. 
orth, east, south and west they will gather at the country 

clubs for their Saturday night parties, drink too many highballs 
and almost come to blows about the respective merits of the 
football teams at their respective alma maters. 

There will be a great revival of “fire the coach” 
groups at schools where the team isn’t winning. There 
will be a renewed agitation about the proselyting of 
players. The Carnegie Foundation will again call at- 
tention to the fact that conditions are worse than they 
were in 1929 when their now famous bulletin made all 
the headlines. 


Football now agitates much more than, bags of wind. It 
is one of the big news stories of the year. It is big news. Spe- 
cial trains roll across the continent because of it. Planes fly 
and millions of dollars get into circulation because of it. 


GEORGIA’S POSITION. 


The University of Georgia opened its football practice this 
afternoon along with other teams in its conference and that 
in others. 

The University of Georgia isn’t “a big-time” foot- 
ball school. It doesn’t want to be. The University of 
Georgia can’t compete on even terms with the several 
“big-time” schools. It isn’t especially interested. Chan- 
cellor S. V. Sanford, President Harmon Caldwell, 
Faculty Chairman W. O. Payne and Coach Harry Mehre 
and his staff want a football team of which the alumni 
may be proud. But more than that, they want one the 
school may respect. They consider the latter more im- 
portant. They want players whom they may graduate 
and not players to use for exploitation. The same may 
be said of Georgia Tech, of which Dr. Sanford is chan- 
cellor and Dr. M. L. Brittain president. And the same 
may be said of several other schools in the south. 

_ Slowly but surely the trend is toward a division. ‘The ‘‘big- 
time’ football teams will have their own circuit and schedules. 
The second group, of which Georgia is a member, will play 
natural rivals, with an intersectional game or so for added in- 
terest for the players and alumni. The third group will play a 
schedule of five or six games with schools in their immediate 
section and perhaps will charge no admission to games. 

There are some trends in football today which are danger- 
ous. Eventually they must collapse of their own weight. The 
wise coach and the wise educator is looking ahead.

With the purchase of a new pho- 
tostat machine and installation of 
complet@ photographic laboratories 
and fingerprint filing system, the 
department, under direction af 
Captain J. D.. Ragsdale, has even 
outdistanced-any other identificz- 
tion bufeau in the south, accord- 
ing to ballistics experts from other 
sections of the nation who have 
viewed the county’s new equip- 


ment. 
Started in 1934. 

Beginning on January 1, 1934, 
county police launched a three- 
man fingerprint bureau, equipped 
with about $206 worth of mate- 
rials. From three small rooms, the 
department has moved into six 
large rooms and now has a staff 
of eight. 

Removal into the new. quarters 
was just completed this week, and 
finishing touches on new ‘equip- 
ment have paved the way to scien- 
tific detection and identification of 
criminals arrested in Fulton 
county. 

“Science has played a great part 
in detection and conviction of 
criminals in the past few years, 
and Fulton county is prepared to 
do its part now,” Assistant Solici- 
tor General E. E. Andrews said 
yesterday. “The greatest benefit 
we will receive is in keeping a 
permanent and accurate record of 
the prisoner—regardiess of how 
many times he changes his name 
or location.” 

Records Furnished. 

Fingerprints of every person ar- 
rested by Fulton county police are 
taken by the department. Copies 
are made, filed here, and others 
sent to the Federal Bureau of In-~ 
vestigation in Washington, where 
they are classified and compared 
with prints on file there. Records, 
if any exist, are returned here and 
furnished to the court trying the 
prisoner. 

The department now has 25,500 
fingerprints on file in the local 
office. The new $930 photostat 
machine turns out photostatic cop- 
ies of prints, photos and other 
matter, which ic rapiuly circulated 
through the cc try to be posted. 
Outside p»ho.graphic work— 
obtaining pictw.s of accidents, 
murder victims, and. other matters 
for court record—is now provided 
for in the bureau—in addition to 
facilities for obtaining fingerprints 
left by marauders.

that cataract is a kind of film or 
skin or membrane that grows over 
the eye or over the sight. It is not 
a growth at all, but a gradual 
clouding and ultimate opacity of 
the crystalline lens within the eye- 
ball. Once erystalline lens has 
become clouded or opaqued, there 
is no known remedy to restore it 
to its former clearness. 


We do not know the specific 
cause ‘of cataract. It may occur in 
infancy, childhood or old age. One 
form, congenital cataract, seems to 
be inherited. In animals a diet 
lacking vitamin G will produce 
cataract; but restoration.of vitamin 
G to the diet of such animals wi 
not cure the cataract. Once a cat- 
aract has developed; it is a perma- 
nent condition. However, that 
should not deter anyone from see- 
ing to it that the diet contains am- 
ple vitamin G. No time to stop 
here to tell what foods contain 
vitamin G. For a dime and a 
stamped envelope bearing your 
address you can learn all about 
that from the booklet, “Victuals 
and Vite”—that is, if your request 
reaches me. 


Formerly a good deal of empha- 
sis was laid on the importance or 
desirability of waiting for cata- 
ract to “ripen” before resorting to 
surgery. That’s antiquated prac- 
tice now. Competent oculists today 
operate as soon as the vision in 
the better eye is so diminished that 
the patient can no longer read or 
get about in safety. 


The operation, of course, is pain- 
less. The patient has little or noth- 
ing to lose in the event the opera- 
tion proves a failure but com- 
fortable sight to gain if it proves 
as successful as such operations 
almost invariably are today. So 
we need not waste much sympathy 
on victims of cataract who obsti- 
nately and unreasonably go near- 
ly blind and become unnecessarily 
burdensome to their families or 
friends merely because of their 
prejudices or unwarranted fears 
of proper surgical treatment. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Milk Minus Pellicle. 

In a large dairy plant I noticed 
that the milk being pasteurized 
formed a film on thé surface and 
this was removed from time to 
time and thrown away. What is 
the film and why is it removed 
from the milk during pasteuriza- 
tion? (C. G.) 

Answer—When milk is heated 
a film or pellicle always forms on 
the surface. It forms again and 
again as long as the milk is heat- 
ed. It consists of about 50 per 
cent casein and albuminoid, 46 
per cent fatty matter and 4 per 
cent mineral matter. All desirable 
food materials. 


Ambulant Treatment. 

Following your advice I had the 
injection treatment for hemor- 
rhoids. No hospital care or ex- 
pense, and the visits to the doctor 
have not been harder than visits 
to my dentist. I certainly feel 
grateful for your advice. (H. B. L.) 

Answer—I believe the injection 
treatment is now used almost ex- 
clusively for internal hemorrhcids. 
It cannot be used for an external 
hemorrhoid, which must be lanced 
to let out the clot, or left to run 
its course and gradually shrivel 
away.

Towards the close hedging in- 
creased and some liquidation and 
short selling was felt and the rally 
was erased. 

Final prices were at the bot- 
tom with October at 9.09, Decem- 
ber at 9.14, January at 9.18, March 
at 9.25 and May at 9.34. Spots 
were 11 points lower on sales of 
4,520 bales. Middling closed at 
9.19. The weekly summary said 
the continued showery conditions 
in the eastern belt has led to 
complaints of increased weevil 
activity, sappy plants, weedy 
fields and more or less boll rot and 
local sprouting.

LOVALIST LEGIONS 
CAPTURE BELCHITE 


Garrison Barricades Itself in 
Seminary, City Hall 
To Wait Aid. 


HENDAYE, Franco-Spanish 
Frontier, Sept. 1—(UP)—A Loy- 
alist army of 33,000 men and a 
fleet of new Russian tanks tonight 
entered the narrow streets of Bel- 
chite in the heart of Generalis- 
simo Francisco Franco’s Teruel 
salient, frontier dispatches said. 

Although the Loyalists massed 


airplanes, tanks, artillery pieces 
and every other implement of war 
in the siege of the town, it was the 
Asturian “dynamiteros” from Ovi- 
edo who again broke down en- 
emy resistance and stormed into 
the outskirts. 

Belchite, famous for its Ojo de 
Gallo wines, is an old walled 
town of 3,000 inhabitants 22 miles 
southeast of Saragoza. 

If Franco’s Insurgent garrison, 
barricaded in the-buildings of an 
ancient seminary and the city hall, 
is annihilated, Teruel will be cut 
off from the Saragoza base and 
the Rebel threat to the Madrid- 
Valencia highway probably will 
be wiped out. 

For three days the Loyalists,

of the Aguas at the intersection 
of four ‘main highways, have 
poured deadly fire upon the gar- 
rison.
